It is being held down 
by laws and punished when discov- 
ered or comes within legality of such 
laws.

The cause 
of selfishness being sensualism, re- 
form, therefore, must be di- 
rected to the parent of the evil. 
Temperance and justice, exercised 
by the individual, are the primal 
qualities to its removal—self-re- 
straint practiced in the full sense 
of the word.
